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PREFACE. 


Of  the  Register  Books  of  Canterbury  Cathedral  containing  entries  of 
Christenings  and  Burials,  subsequent  to  1812,  and  of  Marriages  subsequent 
to  1756,  it  is  needless  to  offer  any  remarks,  they  being  of  the  usual 
printed  forms  in  accordance  with  the  several  Acts  of  Parliament ;  but  of 
the  remaining  books,  all  manuscripts,  it  may  be  well  to  place  on  record 
the  following  notes. 

The  earliest  register  is  a  vellum  book,  containing  the  entries  of 
christenings  from  the  year  1564,  marriages  from  1583,  and  burials  from 
1571,  in  each  case  terminating  with  the  year  1687.  In  the  second  book, 
also  of  vellum,  are  the  christenings  and  marriages  commencing  with  1687, 
and  the  burials  with  1688,  each  ending  in  1733.  In  the  third  book,  also 
of  vellum,  the  entries  'commence  with  1733,  the  marriages  terminating, 
with  the  exception  of  ten  special  entries,  in  1756;  the  christenings  and 
burials  in  1812.  With  the  exception  of  the  marriages,  these  three  books 
constitute  the  Eegister  proper  of  the  Cathedral,  recording  an  uninterrupted 
series  to  1812.  In  addition  to  these  three  manuscript  books,  there  is 
another  vellum  book  entitled  "  The  Register  Booke  of  Burialls  within  the 
Precincts  of  the  Cathedrall  and  Metropoliticall  Church  of  Christ  In 
Canterbury  according  to  the  direction  of  a  late  Act  of  Parliament  for 
burying  in  Woollen,"  the  first  entry  in  which  is  dated  September  5th, 
1678,  the  entries  being  continued  regularly  until  October  21,  1722,  when 
a  blank  page  occurs,  the  next  being  29th  November,  1725.  After  this 
date  the  book  appears  to  have  been  kept  irregularly  until  the  18th  October 
1798,  the  date  of  the  last  entry;  in  one  instance  a  space  of  four  years  occurs 
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without  any  burial  being  registered.  Although  these  entries  are  duplicates 
of  the  burial  register  for  the  same  period,  they  contain  in  addition  the 
date  when  the  certificate  was  produced  to  the  Cathedral  Authorities, 
certifying  that  the  burial  had  been  made  in  woollen  in  accordance  with 
the  law.  Several  instances  are  recorded  of  burials  otherwise  than  in 
woollen,  the  amount  of  fine  paid  for  the  breach  of  the  Act  of  Parliament, 
and  to  whom  it  was  paid. 

At  the  time  the  transcript  was  made  for  the  printer  the  manuscripts 
here  enumerated  comprised  the  contents  of  the  Eegister  Chest,  and  as 
they  presented  a  continuous  record,  no  others  were  expected ;  but  when 
the  present  volume  was  two-thirds  printed,  mention  was  made  of  another 
book — an  index — that  should  be  in  existence,  although  not  in  the  chest. 
The   Eeverend   Sacrist  undertook  the  necessary  inquiries,   and  a  little 
investigation  produced  the  Index,  a  manuscript  such  as  is  seldom  found 
in  parish  register  chests.     It  consists  of  a  tradesman's  long  folio  account 
book  of  some  350  leaves,  ruled  with  money  columns,  the  second  page  being 
headed  "  An  Alphabetical  Account  of  the  Eegisters  for  Baptisms,  Burials, 
and  Marriages  in  the  Cathedral  of    Christ  Church,  Canterbury,  copied 
from  several  books  kept  in  an  Iron  Chest  in  the  Vestry.     May  29th,  1846. 
W.  Bennett,  Sacrist."     It  is  what  its  title  professes  it  to  be,  namely,  an 
alphabetical  transcript  of   the  Registers,  so  that  upon  turning  to  the 
christenings  under  letter  A  will  be  found  all  the  entries  of  names  com- 
mencing with  that  letter,  arranged  in  chronological  order  from  the  be- 
ginning of  the  Eegister  to  1846.     The  christenings  are  transcribed  on 
one  side  of  the  leaf  only,  the  opposite  page  being  reserved  for  occasional 
notes  ;  the  marriages  and  burials  occupy  both  sides,  filling  the  book.    The 
first,  third,  and  fifth  pages  contain  notes  from  "Burn  on  Parish  Eegisters," 
and  observations  upon  the  Eegisters  themselves.     Thus,  under  date  of 
1620,  will  be  found  :  "  about  this  time  the  mother's  name  is  seldom  men- 
tioned ;  "  "  that  Mr.  is  added  to  the  Xtian  name ;  "  1638,  "  ff  used  instead 
of  P;"  1641,  "Prances  indifferently  used  for  a  male  or  female  name;" 
"Clacay,  a  singular  name  ;  "  "  Sackbutier,  query  what?  "  1663,  "  Prebend 
improperly  for  Prebendary."     This  manuscript  has  been  restored  to  its 
proper  place  in  the  chest,  where  it  is  desirable  it  should  ever  remain,  in 
close  companionship  with  the  Eegisters  themselves,  and  as  a  memorial  to 
the  Eeverend  compiler,  to  whom  is  due  the  hearty  thanks  of  all  those  who 
have  to  make  searches. 

Although  the  Eegisters  of  Christenings  commence  as  early  as  1564,  it 
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is  very  doubtful  whether  they  are  a  perfect  record  prior  to  1597,  the  date 
of  the  Canon  by  which  it  was  ordered  that  the  paper  registers  should  be 
transcribed  on  parchment.  The  entries  to  this  date  convey  an  impression 
that  they  have  been  registered  from  memory,  or  oral  information ;  not 
transcribed  from  an  older  book.  For  instance,  the  first  four  entries  of  the 
Christenings,  covering  a  period  of  eight  years,  relate  to  the  Pownoll 
family.  In  like  manner,  the  first  entries  in  the  Marriages  and  Burials 
relate  to  the  same  family.  Nor  can  the  first  seven  entries  in  the  present 
Burial  Register,  extending  over  a  period  of  twenty-six  years,  be  taken  as 
a  complete  record  of  all  the  interments  in  that  period,  the  older  plans  of 
the  Cathedral  shewing  that  in  addition  to  the  interior  of  the  building, 
the  Chapter  House,  the  Cloysters,  and  the  Cloyster-yard,  the  present 
open  space  south  of  the  Cathedral,  and  perhaps  some  of  the  ground  now 
enclosed  as  gardens  to  the  Canons'  residences,  was  formerly  used  as  a 
cemetery.  This  is  confirmed  by  the  burial  of  Ann  Constance,  August  28, 
1665,  and  by  the  two  following  burials,  she  being  "Buryd  in  the  south 
side  of  the  Church  where  not  any  before  by  the  space  of  forty  yeares  at 
the  least  have  bin  buried."  In  the  Lady  Chapel  is  a  stone  recording  the 
burial  of  Dean  Rogers,  who  died  May  19th,  1597.  Somner,  in  his  '  An- 
tiquities of  Canterbury'  (edition  1640,  p.  184),  mentions  that  monuments 
existed  to  William  Lovelace  and  Anne  his  wife,  1576;  of  Dobs,  an  Alder- 
man 1580 ;  and  Lady  Crook,  1579.  If  the  evidence  of  these  inscriptions 
inside  the  building  can  be  relied  upon,  assuming  that  Somner  is  correct, 
and  that  the  dates  represent  burials ;  and  also  assuming  that  the  desires 
to  be  buried  within  the  Cathedral  expressed  in  the  wills  of  inhabitants  of 
Canterbury  who  died  between  1571  and  1597  were  fulfilled,  it  is  then 
certain  that  a  number  of  interments  took  place  during  this  period  of 
which  no  record  exists  in  the  present  Register. 

It  is  difficult  to  believe  that  no  earlier  records  than  1597  existed. 
Their  absence  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  too  frequent  cause  that  they 
were  lost.  Assuming  this  to  be  the  case,  it  is  strange  that  the  present 
books  contain  no  note  to  that  effect ;  on  the  other  hand,  as  the  Cathedral 
was,  and  still  is,  extra-parochial,  it  is  within  probability  that  no  earlier 
register  did  exist,  and  that  all  entries  of  christenings,  marriages,  and 
burials  within  the  Cathedral  and  its  precincts  were  made  in  the  Register 
Books  of  the  various  parishes  in  which  the  persons  resided.  For  instance, 
in  the  adjoining  parish  of  St.  Alphage  there  are  several  entries  of  burials, 
both  in  the  Cathedral  and  its  adjoining  Churchyard,  the  earliest  being 
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"  the  xxij   daye  of  M'che  1558  was  buryed  Will'm  Stephens  in  Christ 

Church  yearde." 

Although  there  are  many  entries  in  the  Registers  of  St.  Alphage  of 
burials  of  persons  who  died  of  the  plague,  it  is  remarkable  that  there  is 
not  a  single  entry  in  the  Cathedral  Registers  in  which  the  word  Plague, 
or  the  equally  well  known  letter  P,  occurs. 

With  the  exception  of  the  marriages,  the  entries  relate  principally  to 
the  clergy  and  their  families  who  resided  within  the  precincts  ;  but 
during  the  latter  years  the  precincts  include  some  places  of  business 
adjoining  the  Cathedral  buildings ;  many  entries  consequently  record  the 
trades  of  the  various  persons  named.  In  the  first  half  of  the  eighteenth 
century,  the  Cathedral  was  evidently  the  favourite  resort  for  marriages  of 
the  inhabitants  of  the  eastern  part  of  the  county,  and  the  Registers  are 
interesting  in  giving  the  locality  of  a  number  of  Kentish  yeoman  families. 

In  transcribing  the  original  for  the  press,  the  dates  in  all  cases  have 
been  modernized,  and  for  uniformity  placed  at  the  commencement  of  each 
entry.  In  all  other  respects  the  spelling  and  style  have  been  as  closely 
adhered  to  as  the  type  will  admit ;  no  attempt  has  been  made  to  interfere 
even  with  palpable  errors  or  contractions  of  the  original  scribe.  Thus,  at 
page  115  will  be  found  an  entry  :  1620.  June  22.  The  Lady  Thornx  (or 
Thornix).  This  is  as  nearly  as  the  name  can  be  read,  it  being  evidently  a 
contraction  for  Thornehurst.  In  every  such  case  it  has  been  left  for  the 
genealogist  to  place  his  own  construction  upon  the  entry. 

On  behalf  of  the  Members  of  the  Harleian  Society,  I  have  to  acknow- 
ledge the  courtesy  of  the  Dean  and  Chapter  for  permission  to  print  these 
interesting  Registers,  and  for  the  facilities  so  kindly  extended  to  me 
while  passing  them  through  the  press ;  and  I  am  particularly  indebted  to 
the  Reverend  Frederick  Rouch,  the  Sacrist,  for  his  hearty  assistance 
during  the  time  the  originals  were  in  his  custody.
